RATIOT AVENUE is being added to the stretch of 

super-highways that are being constructed to aid De- 
troit’s steadily increasing traffic. A considerable portion of 
this old thoroughfare is to be built 204 feet wide, conform- 
ing to the specifications of the master plan. Initial work 
on the program will begin this summer, under state high- 
way auspices. 

In the city itself, a section is being widened to 104 feet, 
involving the destruction of from fifty-seven to sixty-five 
feet of store buildings on the south side.

Washington, July 17—The state 
of Michigan spent $22,658,709 on 
state highways last year, of which 
$6,918,611 was for maintenance and 
$15,740,098 for construction, accord- 
ing to a summary of financial sta- 
tistics furnished the Department of 
Commerce. 

Receipts from non-business li- 
censes comprised chifely taxes on 
motor vehicles. The sales tax on

Export Progress This Year 


IGURES just announced by the Department of Com-| 


merce foreshadow a remarkably satisfactory year in 
the export field. The total of automotive exports for the 
month of May was $49,021,401, which is the best ever with 
the single exception of the month of March this year. For 
the first five months of 1928 automotive exports have 
totaled $213,77 
the similar period of 1927. 

If this rate of shipment continues throughout the 
year the total will pass the $500,000,000 mark by several 
points. This would compare with about $450,000,000 in 
1927, which figure is the record. 


An extremely interesting paragraph in the report of | 
the Department of Commerce and one the significance of 


which might easily escape the careless eye refers to the 
shipment abroad of gasoline and oil pumps. The total of 
this filling station equipment exported during May was 
$606,693. The significance lies in the suggestion of in- 
creased motoring in foreign countries. That the demand 
abroad for fuel and oil pumps has reached such a figure 
shows how rapidly other countries are motorizing their 
activities. ° 


New Jersey Lifts the Limit 


EW JERSEY state legislators have two achievements 

to their credit in the recently adjourned special ses- 
sion, which Gov. Moore called to end the toll road situation 
that had been created by a law carelessly passed at the reg- 
ular session. 

To begin with, the legislators rescinded their previous 
action and stopped the rash of toll roads and toll bridges 
which was beginning to appear all over the state. And then 
they proceeded to put another good law on the books in the 
shape of the Wise traffic act, which increases the speed limit 
for motor vehicles in the country districts from 30 to 35 
miles per hour. In cities and towns the ancient twelye miles 
was lifted to twenty miles per hour. 


Exactly why so many states still keep laws limiting | 
speeds in the open country to twenty and twenty-five miles | 


per hour, every man, woman and child in the state knowing 
that they never are observed, is a mystery. Some Western 
states have set their speed limits as high as forty miles per 
hour in the open country. This is a fair rate of speed and 
permits the motor vehicle to give a reasonable part of its 
potential efficiency in its every-day service. 


Installment Buying Abroad 


NSTALLMENT buying in this country is so much a 

matter of course that we probably have not realized that 
the deferred payment method of purchasing is a tremendous 
innovation in foreign countries. Until very recently this 
has been one of the obstacles our export men have had to 
contend with. Now, however, most of our overseas auto- 
motive customers have taken to the idea with enthusiasm. 

In Great Britain 60 per cent. of all passenger cars are 
bought on what they call the “hire-purchase plan.” This 
differs from our installment purchase in that the owner 
does not acquire title to his vehicle until the last payment 
has been made. 

In Germany 75 per cent. of all cars are bought on the 
installment plan. Poland and Rumania buy 90 per cent. of 
their cars in this way and Turkey between 80 and 90 per 
cent. Greece and Denmark use deferred payments in 80 
per cent. of all purchases. Austria, France, Italy, Holland, 
Sweden and Czechoslovakia range from 50 to 75 per cent. 
in their time payment business. Belgium is somewhat 
dubious on the subject and only 30 per cent. of her car pur- 
chases are made on time.

One main hospital and six branch 
carry a staff of thirty-three 
medical attendants, includ- 
ing physicians and nurses.
